According to PCT Article 6, the claim or claims shall define 
the matter for which protection is sought, claims shall be 
clear and concise. They shall be fully supported by the 
description : 

The claims are vaguely and broadly defined in view of the 
technical support in the description. No other PVD-method 
than cathodic arc evaporation is exemplified the 
description (cf . the description p. 2, line 18-34, p. 6, Ixnes 
21-25 and example 1) . 

It is not clearly stated that it is the layer that has the 
desired features, which are mentioned in the characterising 
part of claim 1. 

It is not stated in claim 2 that the method is intended to 
produce a coated insert, which has the features that are 
mentioned in the characterising part of claim 1.
